Editor’s Note: Dr. Arthur 
Henry King came to BYU in 
197% after long and 
distinguished service as 
\ssistant Director General of 


he British Council for 
ultural Relations. He was 
soncerned, while in that 


position, with a multitude of 
educational problems around 
ihe world in nations where 
Britain was making an 
educational contribution. He 
was an educational liason 
with the USA in connection 
with the State Dept., the 
JSAID and the USIS. 

Dr. King’s 30 years of 
experience with curriculum 
questions led ‘the 
administration to ask him to 
submit his observations on 
BYU in connection with the 
upcoming re-accrediation 
-eport of the University. The 
following are brief excerpts 
‘yom the lengthy report 
chosen for their relevance to 
the student body in general, 
and to all concern-with the 
relationship between spiritual 
and academic on campus. 


These observations are by a 
onvert of only nine years’ 
standing; a university teacher 
who, though theoretically 
‘amiliar with the American 
university system since 1931, 
vas taught regularly in an 
\merican university only for 
the last four years. My 
observations will often be 
orash and sometimes 
‘gnorant, but I hope they 
may prove stimulating.: 

The assumptions I make 
ether than theological result 
‘rom comparative experience 
»f university teaching in 
Britain, Scandinavia, 
Germany, Belgium, Iran, 
Vakistan, and India. I have 
visited universities in most 
varts of the world. | attended 
abl Comer ence-O1. ule

nd all Commonwealth 
‘ducation conferences from 


years, and though as a body 
they have some effect on the 
seriousness of efforts among 
the students at BYU, they do 
find themselves making 
compromises which lower 
their spiritual level. Some 
may even become sources of 
criticism and bad examples of 
dress and social life. 
If the academic would but 
-regard itself as the servant of 
the Church (and that is 
probably the main point that 


I have to make); then surely 
the distinction between 
Church and academic time 
could be usefully diminished? 
There is no reason why 
Family Home Evening should 
not be used for serious 
discussion of a type that both 
improves spiritual life and 
feeds into general education. 
There is no reason why the 
“MIA” activity on campus 
should not provide a 
combination of spiritual and 


artistic experience instead of 
the mere level of road shows, 
etc., that refelct the same low 
cultural standards of the 
Church (helped to remain 
low, perhaps, by the presence 
of non-students in campus 
branches)-as is manifest all 
over the world. The academic 
can help the ecclesiastical on 
campus be less facile, less 
trivial—_though converted men 
can improve spirituality. 
Similar results irom 
keeping the religious and the 
academic separate may be 
seen in the Business College, 
in the- Law School, and in the 
College of Education. An

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Their world of silence

Paul Chamberlain spent 
most of his life in silence. He 
was born deaf in his left ear 
and lost the hearing in his 
right ear when he was nine. 
TMhows h- BYU; las sno 
programs for the deaf, 
Chamberlain completed a 
B.A. in theatre arts and is 
currently a non-degree 
seeking graduate. | 

His goal is to help deaf 


‘students like himself at BYU. 


He is president of the newly 
organized Dactylogy Deaf 
Club, which has recently been 


dap spaiorvec di, (bey. 1 hve 
administration. The club’s 
purpose is to bring more 
unity among the deaf 


students, to educate people 
concerning the deaf, to 
provide more activities for 
the deaf, “with a correalation 
between BYU activities, the 


Provo Utah Branch for the 
Deaf, and the Provo Utah 
Chapter of the Utah Registry 
of the Interpreters for the 
Deaf.” : 

The club consists of 11 
members. Six are. hearing 
impaired ranging from hard 
of hearing to total deafness. 
Five of the club members 
have normal hearing and have 
had at least one year’s 
experience working with the 
deaf. 

The constitution states the 
president must be deaf 
himself- and must be 
Prorrere nt im total 
communication, which 
demands that language be 
expressed both orally and 
with the use of sign language 
and finger spelling. This is 
how they conduct their 
meetings. But the hearing will 
not be totally lost. 

The club helps to bring the 
deaf together. But BYU has

no regular programs to help 
the deaf in their school work 
classes. Five of the hearing 
members of the club function 
as interpreters for the deaf. 
These interpreters are paid by 
the rehabilitative services of 


the state. 


They often accompany 
deaf students to classes since 
lip reading is often a difficult 
and tiresome process in a 
classroom situation. 

Chamberlain did not have 
hice ocumy = Olesr bese 
interpreters when he was 
getting his B.A. “I went 
through the whole B.A. lip 
reading.” When Chamberlain 
couldn’ keep up with his 
note taking he often asks 
other students to make copies 
of their notes for him or he 
will copy off their notes 
himself. 

He would like to teach deaf 
students like himself but he 


won’t realize that goal at 


BYU because 10 
program is offered. Jack 
White, a rehabilitation 
counselor with the deaf in 
Utah County. Soutn, 
explained that a decision by 
the state board of education 
says=that BYU would be 
spreading itself too thin on 
such a specialized program. 
The board decided that BYU 
would have a program for the 
blind and the University of 
Utah would offer a program 
teaching the deaf. 

There are two schools of 
thought in teaching the deaf. 
One school, the oralists, say 
that only the hearing person 
can best teach the deaf 
especially in the area of 
speech.’ They believe in using 
lip reading as the proper 
method of teaching the deaf 
to communicate. The other 
Scho 0l- sa ys to tal 
communication is the most 
effective means of teaching 
the deaf. 

Chamberlain and White 


aes mee. til ait UO tart 
communication is the best 
method of teaching the deaf. 
Chamberlain says that only ~ 
the deaf can really 
understand the deaf because 
they have been through what 
the deaf experience. He says 
lip reading and sign language 
work more effectively 
together. “If something is 
missed in the signing then the 
person can pick it up by the 
lip movement.” 

Strict oralists do not use 
sign language or finger 
spelling because they say if 
signs are used then the deaf 
person won’t develop his 
voice. Chamberlain says that 
sign language can help a deaf 
child to communicate before 
the age of one. 

According to White a child 
who is born deaf is at a 
disadvantage due to the fast 
language development that 
takes place from birth to age 
5. “The deaf child has one 
third the vocabulary of a 
comparable age child,” said 
White. ““He never does catch 
up.” If the child lost his 
hearing after the age of five 
then the child would be 
college material, said White, 
since the name of the game in 
college is language. 

White who believes in total 

communication said research 
is now proving that strict 
oralists. can inhibit the deaf 
child because the important 
thing is to have that child 
communicate in any way he 
can. : 
He said there is gradually a 
change taking place in 
philosophy of how to teach 
the deaf since research is 
Proving. that Total 
communication makes for a 
better adjusted and better 
achieving child.

brought with it complex 
problems of cultural 
communication and political 


and economic relations. 
These may range from 
understandable language 


difficulties—like the 
missionary who bears his 
testimony in German, “Ich 
weiss, ohne Zwiebeln (1 know 
without onions...) instead 
of “Ich weiss ohne Zweifeln” 
Ge -know without a 
doubt ...)—to much more 
serious breaches of custom 
and law. Sensitive to the 
problem, the Church has 
increased its efforts to foster 
cultural and linguistic 
understanding among its 
missionaries. 


Gift of tongues — 


President Pinegar recalls the 
story of a Cheyenne Indian 
boy who was called to teach 
the Navajo Indians. “It is a 
very difficult language to 
learn.”’ President Pinegar says 
“and after only three days 
this particular Elder was 
convinced that he could not 
learn the language. I spoke to 
him at length and found that 
all his life he had been labeled 
as ‘dumb and in need of 
special education. 

*T told him it didn’t matter 
what others thought of him 
but it did matter what the 
Lord thought of him, and 
apparently He thought he 
could learn the language or 
He wouldn’t have called 
him.” After a blessing and a 
great deal of dedication on 
the young Elder’s part, he 
was literally blessed with the 
gift of tongues. 

“‘T heard just the other 
day,” President Pinegar says, 
smiling, “that this Elder is 


one of the most effective in 


his mission and extremely 
fluent in the language.’ Such 
success stories begin in the 
LTM at BYU. 

Stephen West and Gary 
Royal are two newly-called 
missionaries from California 
(see cover picture). They 
were both called to the 
Argentina-Rosario. mission 
and are now studying in the 
Language Training Mission at 
BYU. Because LTM facilities 
are currently overcrowded, 
there is not room for them in 
Knight Magnum Hall, the 
residence of the Spanish 
LTM. They live in a local 
motel room, one of many 
rented by the Church during 
peak loads at the LTM. 

“We have only one free 
day—morning and afternoon 
of: Saturday,’’ they say, 
describing life in the LTM. 
“On all other days we follow 
a strict routine that includes 
seven hours of class and 
about three hours of personal 
study or ‘retention’ every 
day. That’s not to mention an 
hour of scripture study in 
English, district meetings, 
meetings with our Branch 
President, and physical 
exercise every night.” (The 
Church instituted a uniform 
program of physical 
Conditronie. tor all 
missionaries about a year 
ago.) : 

“We also spend some time 
in Sunday firesides and in 
class learning about the 
culture and customs of South 
America. On Sundays we 
have regular Church meetings. 
That leaves Saturday for 
laundry, letters, occasional 
light .sports, and usually, a 
trip to the temple.” 


First missionary 


Missionary work has 
changed its trappings rather 
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thoroughly since the day: 
Samuel H. Smith, brother of 
Joseph Smith, carved out a 
lone path in the New York 
countryside in 1830, just two 
months after the Church was 
organized. Though the oldest 
continual mission of the 
Church—the England London 
mission—has been in 
Operation since July 20, 
1837. thes nature. oF 
missionary work itself in that 


mission, as in all Church 
missions, has undergone 
net me fF Ods. chanms es: 
Missionaries in the 19th 


Century were liable to travel 
without purse or scrip, to 
leave large families behind for 
indefinite numbers of years, 
to live and work alone for 
periods of months. A study 
of the missionary program 
and published missionary 
handbooks of the Church in 
the past century reveals the 
gradual. evolution of the 
current program—that of a 
closely regulated, systemic 
and uniformly administered 
body consisting mostly of 
young men and women 
between 19 and 25, with a 
liberal sprinkling of older, 
married couples. 


Mission Organization 


Each mission is headed by a 
Mission President and _ his 
wife, normally called to serve 
for three years. Counselors to 
the Mission President come 
from the local membership. 
They assist with membership 
problems in the mission. The

actual administration of the 
proselyting efforts is directed 
by an organization staffed by 
iG hee. SS teomisa Tae Ss 
themselves—six members of 
an office staff, Zone leaders 
(supervising the work of 
Districts and training District 
leaders) and District Leaders 
(responsible for the welfare 
of sin alls croups-of 
missionaries). The pattern 
may vary slightly from 
mission to mission. Most 
missions print a modest 
publication; all hold regular 
Zone Conferences to enable 
the mission president to 
interview and instruct the 
Elders and sisters under his 
jurisdiction. 

Though administration is 
nearly uniform, the cultural 
and geographical diversities 
between missions are 
immense—ranging from the 
solid Mormon Americana of 
the Utah Salt Lake mission to 
the exotic and unfamiliar 
cwhtures -0f.- Lebanon 
(administered by the Swiss 
mission), Indonesia, South 
Africa, and of course, all the 
major European, Latin and 
Asian nations outside the 
Iron Curtain. Mission size 
ranges from those smaller 
than Utah and Salt Lake 
combined to 
missions over a_ thousand 
miles wide (where transfers 
are difficult and expensive!) 
Success in proseltying varies 
also according to the nation 
or region—with the European 
continental missions

When walking down the 
second floor of the Richards 
PE building, one can see the 
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Provo, Utah 


‘usual <classes.- such as. 
basketball, swimming, 
volleyball and parachuting. 
Parachuting? 


Two bright parachutes 
mushroom up like an atomic 
bomb, while 40 students 
huddle to sit underneath it, 
their legs spread out, backs 
swaying from side to side, as 
the cloud flattens over them. 


What may seem like school 
children -playing with a new 
toy, is actually a class activity 
designed to teach techniques 
in motor control. 


Physical Education 375-6 
uses unconventional methods 
to instruct BYU students who 
will be teaching primary 
grades. The skills they learn 
will be applied in the field, 
when they teach -in 
elementary schools. 

“When the children lift up 
the parachute and fill it with 
air then pull it down around 
them, they are learning motor 
control,” says Dr. Carolyn 


Rasmus, of the womens 
physical educattron 
department, as she throws 


sponge balls to the students 
for the next game. 


“We call this exercise 
popcorn,’ says Dr. Ruel 
Barker, a team teacher of the 
course. ““They bounce sponge 
balls up and down on top of 
the parachute.” 

The balls bobble up and 
down on top of the 
parachutes while the students 
try to keep them in place. 
The lifting strengthens 
muscles in the shoulder and 


arm, which young children 
need, explains Dr. Barker. 

“Children skip, run, hop, 
jump; anyone can do it, but 
for a first grader it is still a 
chore,”’ adds Dr. Barker. The 
activities which use the 
parachutes are designed to 
develop coordination and a 
sense of space for young 
children. 

The: adea of using 
parachutes has been in Utah 
schools for the past eight 
years. BYU started using 
them in classes the last two 
years, says Dr. Barker. He 
says that team teaching with 
Dr. Rasmus is good, because 
more ideas of using the 
equipment can be invented. 


“Yesterday the students 
got an idea to use both 
parachutes and run around 
them in a circle eight 
fashion,” added Barker. He 
says that when he tried the 
new concept, it required 
more coordination and more 
running to keep both 
parachutes from falling to the 
ground. 


Dr. Rasmus says that 
besides using the parachutes 
for activities, there are new 
other approaches to physical 
education. “We take kickball 
and change the rules so that 
every child will get three or 
four chances to kick.” 

A major problem of games 
in which children play is that 
there is only one or two 
winners. The new teaching 
methods stress winning for all 
participants. “It’s better to 
have a good experience when

Besides parachutes, there 
are other games such as Maori 
sticks, which students. hit 
against the floor while others 
dance between them. “Every 
one gets involved and 
achieves here, there are no 
losers,” says Dr. Barker. 

BYU students who have 
participated in the class find 
the new activities successful. 
“1 liked the method which 
was taught. We went out and 
taught some kids and each 
one. felt that he. was 
achieving. We gave everyone 
an award. They were excited 
that they got an award just 
because they participated,” 
says Luann’ Anderson, a 
senior in elementary 
education from Spanish Fork. 

‘““My little brother had 
talked about the parachutes 
and that’s why I wanted to 
learn about it. There are no 
winners or losers, it’s just a 
lot of fun,” she adds. 


“The kids can use creativity. 


in their play with the 
parachutes which stimulates 
their minds,” says Christy 
Allan, a senior in Elementary 
Education from San Diego, 
Calit--== ltzs something 
different and exciting.” 

ihe, course teaches 
individual achievement 
according to Dr. Rasmus. “I 
think they (the teachers) gave 
me a purpose for teaching,” 
says Danny Stevens, a senior 
in elementary education from 
Grand Rapids, Mich.

Restless as a cat, he 
paces the floor and wears 
long, threadbare scars in the 


carpet at his apartment. 


Unlike the typical male of his 


culture, he is shy as an 
opossum, especially when 
spoken to in religion class by 
an attractive blonde, though 
he is known to be gregarious 
at times if approached with a 
handshake. 

“T arrived at the aiport and 
met my family—it was 
fantastic—and the next week 
was really nice. Then we went 
to church that Sunday and I 
was really disappointed with 
the testimony meeting.

“Well,” he continues, “My 
social life was nothing. I guess 
I just stayed home and 
hybernated for a long time. 
The friends | had before my 
mission were married and

For some the pain of social 
adjustment is more than 
psy chological. Jim 
-Vanderbeek, a ‘student at 
Utah State, confesses quietly, 
“TI took this girl bowling on 
my first date and got hives.” 

Perhaps nowhere is a higher 
premium placed on the value 
of time than in the missioon 
field. There, the serious elder 
dedicates at least 12 hours a 
day to proselyting activities, 
filling in the gaps with 
scripture study and other 
spiritual. pursuits. “‘It’s not 
your time. It’s the Lord’s 
time,” is a common mission 
field cliche that keeps a 
missionary sensitive to any 


as it is in the mission field. 
Your schedule is all planned 
out—Oh, you may have to 
arrange your visits, but you’re 
doing the Lord’s work 
continually. You don’t have 
to worry about your dates, 
studies and getting a job.” 


The word “job” introduces 
a nother problem for most 
missionaries who have had 
the security of a monthly 
check from home for two 
years. The inescapable reality 
of economics can deliver 
another deadly punch to the 
RM staggering under the 
wee Lehto ics aie Ww 
environment. Brown, who 
was raised on a ranch in 
Arizona, explains, “Down 
there in the mission, the 
money comes. Then you get 
home and realize you’re in 
the real world, that you need 
to be making some money. I 
see beef prices falling and 
think of my dad having to 
pay the way and realize that I 


Can cause stress and 
discomfort for the returned 
missionary. “You're a big 
leader in the mission and then 
you get home and become a 
home teacher maybe—there’s 
nothing wrong with that—but 
your chances to develop 
leadership abilities lessen. 
You find yourself on the 
side-lines watching like a 
regular layman.” 


Missionaries who served in 
foreign countries must 
swallow a double dose. They 
not only have to fit into 
normal society, but readjust 
to its culture. A_ typical, 
middle-class American home 
can look like the guady 
indulgence of an Arabian oil 
barron to the RM who’s spent 
two years visiting one-room 
shacks with dirt. floors. A 
returned missionary who 
served in New Zealand 
explains, “There, among the 
Maoris, you could just walk 
into almost anybody’s home 
and be welcome. It’s only 
natural to go inside, and if

Bio-students

As the ferry churns through Puget Sound the small town of 
Friday Harbor can be seen in the distance — still except for 
the fishing boats which are gently-rocked by incoming waves. 
As the sun burns away the last of the early morning mist, the 
labs also come into view among the trees. The town enjoys 
it’s last few moments of peace as the Klikitat approaches. __ 

Thirty eager and adventurous young students stand on 
deck to watch as the large ferry docks and lowers her ramp. 
It is here in the San Juan Islands of Washington that they will 
spend the next month taking classes and doing research in 
the field of Marine Biology, an opportunity that they have 


been planning for and looking forward to for months. 


Nine Year Program 
Dr. Lee Braithwaite of the Zoology Department at BYU 


said he has been taking students to the west coast to study 
every year fo rnine -years. He interviews interested students 
during the winter semester and chooses twenty-five along 
with his graduate students, Gary Child and Jim Nance to 
make the trek to Washington. “It is because of the unique 
facilities and atmosphers as well as the people of Friday 
Harbor that this is such a valuable experience for the

students.” says Dr. Braithwaite. Of the nine years that he has 
been taking his students to the coast, the past five have been 
trips to Friday Harbor. “Another primary reason,” he adds 
for the advantage of studying here is the fact that students 
study marine biology twenty-four. hours a day without the 
interruption of other classes.” 

“This is not an exaggeration either” says one of the 
students. “For example, as part of the curriculum we each 
perform an embyology experiment. Gametes are collected 
from male and female sea urchins and sand dollars. They are 
then fertilized and observed under the microscope. Because 
the progress of the fertilized egg must be recorded, we often 
end up standing on vigil on our microscopes twenty-four 
hours a day.”’ So, it is not at all uncommon to see students 
bent over their scopes as early as three or four o’clock in the 
morning. As one student said, “Our own dedication surprised 
us!” 

Pioneer Style Livin’ 

Rustic log cabins, heated by pot bellied stoves, serve as 
home during the student’s stay. The cabins are set back in 
the trees where it is always peaceful and quiet. Breakfast is 
served each morning at seven-thirty and is prepared by 
students under Dr. Braithwaite’s supervision. “Some 
mornings we were treated to sourdough pancakes — Dr. B’s 
speciality — made from his secret recipe.” says a student. 


‘Other meals are also prepared by the students on a rotating 


basis. “All that fresh air tended to sharpen appetites so 
mealtime was without question the most popular event of 
the day!” 

For students who took Marine Biology at BYU, the month 
is spent in directed research. Those who did not took it here 
at Friday Harbor. They have a lecture every morning and 
usually spend the rest of the day on their individual research 
projects. 


Dredging the Bottom 


One day, the University of Washington’s research vessel, 
the Heida, is chartered by Dr. Braithwaite to take the 
students out to dredge the ocean bottom for marine 
organisms. “The dredging net is hauled aboard and emptied 
onto a sorting table on board where students are able to sort 
through and keep anything they want to take back to the 
lab,‘ says Braithwaite. The BYU group has a lab building for 
their own use. It is equipped with a salt water system that 
piped fresh sea water into the tanks there. According to 
Braithwaite this enables students to keep their specimens 
alive in order to observe and conduct experiments. Dr. 
Braithwaite claims that there are more researchers in the field 
of marine biology at the Friday Harbor Labs than anywhere 
else on the west coast. During the month, some of these men 
give seminars to which the students are invited. 


Diversion Days 


Although most of their time is spent working either in the 
lab or on the beaches, the students find it necessary 
periodically to unwind. This they do by either hiking, 
swimming, diving, biking, or taking-trips to local spots of 
interest. “One of our favorite spots was a mausoleum built 
by John S. McMillin called ““AFterglow Vista,” said students. 
“In the center of four tall pillars there sits a marble table 
around which are seven marble chairs. Mr. McMillin arranged 
to have the ashes of each of his family interred in the seat of 
each chair. He believed that it would be around that table 
that his family would meet after. death.’ Sometimes after an 
especially long day, the students arrange groups and meet up 
there at midnight — each group planning to scare the other. 
The result is usually hilarious rather than horrifying. 


Branch Activities 
The group attends Church meetings at a samll branch 
consisting of forty members in town. The members said they 
look forward to having the BYU students who take an active 
part in branch meetings and activities. The branch president

and his family make an effort to make Dr. Braithwaite and 
his students feel at home. Each Friday night they show silent 
movies with Roy Rogers and Audie Murphy. Sunday dinners 
are provided in their home also. The people of the San Juan 
Branch put on a rabbit hunt and roast on the beach one night 
for the group. A few said they couldn’t imagine eating the 
rabbits much less killing them, ““but once we taste the fresh 
roasted meat, we somehow didn’t feel as bad,” they said. The 
island is covered with wild rabbits that have multiplied over 
the years. They are especially plentiful around the labs where 
theyare protected by state law. Anywhere else on the island, 
they are frequently hunted. 


Unforgettable Days 


“Although many things contributed to the success of the 
trip, said one student, “‘we all agree on one thing — it was Dr. 
Braithwaite that made things work. His love for and 
enthusiasm about marine life excites and encourages us.” 
“His way of making the smallest and seemingly most 
insignificant organism exciting made the long hours of 
digging in mud flats, counting and classifying, sunburn, acute 
fatigue, and sleepless nights seem worthwhile,” said another. 

Sunday nights are family nights in his cabin and it is there 
that everyone met for evening prayer and popcorn. 
Braithwaite does quite a bit of the cooking, some cleaning, 
shopping, and rumor has it that he even did a little match 
making on the side, claim the students. 


The students said they hated to leave the small rustic, 
quaint island at the end of the 30 days. The days of biking 
and hiking, dredging the sea, peering over a microscope in the 
wee hours of the morning and eating wild rabbit with the 
island saints were to be part of memories they would never 
forget. 


The students said they hated to leave their island habitat.
